CRUELTY IN ANIMAL TRAINING. 
The reports as printed in the Brit­ 
ish newspapers of the hearings before 
a committee 
of 
parliament 
on 
the 
measure known 
as 
the “Performing 
Animals bill” do not, in the language 
of the Manchester Guardian, “make 
pleasant reading.’* 
A number of the­ 
atrical people, chiefly music hall ar­ 
tists and retired managers, appeared 
and gave evidence. 
One of them told 
of seeing a trainer training young 
bears. 
The bears were kept in a cage 
fastened with chains which were pass­ 
ed through a ring bolted in the door. 
When the cage was opened, the as­ 
sistants would pull the chains so that 
the bears were forced on to the floor. 
The trainer would then strike them on 
the snout with a heavy stick. 
This ac­ 
tor said that the trainer told him it 
was necessary to do this every day for 
three or four months “before the ani­ 
mal knew its master.” 
The witness 
told of having seen cats forced in and 
out of rings 
for 
ten 
minutes at a 
stretch to teach them to perform. The 
trainer, he said, told him that it took 
one or two years before cats knew 
their tricks and sometimes they died 
before their training was completed. 
Another 
witness 
described 
the 
training of 
performing 
lions. 
One 
trainer whose work he had witnessed 
used a trident. 
When the lion showed 
fight it was jabbed with the trident 
and 
beaten 
with a whip. 
Another 
method of training lions, said this wit­ 
ness, was to fasten a chain to the col­ 
lar of the animal and pass it through 
the bars on the cage. 
The chain was 
wound round a windlass and the train­ 
er could then get close to the animal 
and beat it as much as he liked. 
This 
witness said he had seen a performing 
dog so cowed that it always hung its 
tail between its legs. 
While it was 
performing the tail was fastened to 
the collar by a wire invisible to the 
audience so it appeared that the tail 
waf in its normal condition and the 
dog pleased. 
Similar stories were told by other 
witnesses. One witness said that while 
it was true that certain animals could 
be trained to do certain tricks by kind­ 
ness, nevertheless “no training of wild 
animals by kindness is possible.” Ask­ 
ed whether he had ever seen the pub­ 
lic show disapproval of these perform­ 
ances he answered: 
“No, they see 
nothing of which to disapprove. They 
think it is clever. 
No cruelty done on 
the side of the stage is seen by the 
public.” 
II has been a difficult thing to se­ 
cure witnesses competent to testify iii 
a hearing of this kind and in position 
to do so without subjecting themselves 
to loss or 
punishment. 
One 
of the 
witnesses declared that he could only 
testify because he had retired. 
Oth­ 
erwise he said he would not be able 
to give evidence because if he did he 
would be boycotted by every mana­ 
ger in England. 
He declared that ar­ 
tists on the stage today dare not give 
evidence for the same reason. 
The animal trainers claim of course, 
that there is no cruelty and that ob­ 
jections to 
these 
animal 
acts 
are 
based, again to quote the Manchester 
Guardian, “on foolish sentimentality 
and an itch for interfering with other 
people’s pleasure and the right of an 
honest man to earn an honest living.” 
The Guardian thinks that this defense 
will not quite do. 
“For one thing,” it 
says, “many people gel no pleasure at 
all from seeing animals do that which 
is outside all 
their 
instincts; vastly 
more have no 
liking 
for such spec­ 
tacles when once the cruelty that is in­ 
volved has been realized.” 
Acts of 
this sort ought to be run off the stage 
by public sentiment not only in Eng­ 
land but in America as well. 
Surely 
the human 
race 
is not 
so 
poverty 
stricken for amusement that it must 
depend for its laughter and entertain­ 
ment on dumb, tortured creatures.

In planning the storage places in the 
kitchen and pantries the main factors 
lo JC considered are to keep each arti­ 
cle near the place where it is most 
frequently used and to place the clos­ 
ets, shelves and drawers where they 
are easily accessible and easily kept 
clean, where they will not be in the 
way aud where, when possible, they 
will utilize space otherwise wasted. 
To insure cleanliness, storage places 
should be made of good wood, free 
ti oui holes, knots or other roughness 
likely to catch dirt and harbor insects. 
A further help in making shelves easy 
t«» clean is ti» leave a small space, say 
hull an inch wide, between the back 
edge of the sh elf and wall. 
* orner closets provide an excellent 
method of utilizing space which may 
otherwise be ut little value. 
The tri­ 
angular space is not very convenient 
for dishes, but serves well for a broom 
and cleaning closet. 
Narrow sh elves 
sometimes economize space better than 
wide ones, for all the articles on them 
can be easily reached, whereas on the 
wide shelves either part of the sh elf 
room is wasted or the things in front 
must be moved to get at thosq behind, 
United States Department of Agricul­ 
ture specialists suggest. 
A shelf not 
more than four inches wide will con­ 
veniently hold spices, 
flavoring ex­ 
tracts, baking powder Mild materials 
of this kind. 
fitting deep shelves with shallow 
boxes or “trays*’ (light wooden boxes 
with sides about four inches high and I 
with a knob or handle on the front 
end 
so 
they 
can 
be 
conveniently 
moved) is often worth while. 
These 
shallow boxes can be filled with bot­ 
tles, cans and other small articles 
neatly arranged. To take out the tray, 
select the article desired and replace 
the tray is much more eonvenient than 
moving a 
large number of tilings 
about on the shelf until one finds 
something which may be near tile 
back. 
Ii also leaves the articles in 
much better order. 
Such a device as 
this has been tested and its usefulness 
proved.

fireless cooker, where it should remain 
at least

longer as is necessary to cook it ten­ 
der. It should not be left in the cook­ 
er long enough to cool, even to the 
lukewarm stage*, for at such tempera­ 
ture bacteria in it may develop and 
cause food poisoning. 
Many cooks 
consider that a clove of garlic in the 
.stewing water gives an almost imper­ 
ceptible flavor, ,which

flatness of ordinary bolled chicken. 
A 
small onion is sometimes made to an­ 
swer the same purpose, but too much 
onion destroys the delicate flavor of 
the chicken. 
How to Use Cooked Chicken. 
After the meat Is sufficiently tender 
It may be prepared for the table In 
several different ways. 
A gravy may 
be made in the proportion of one table­ 
spoonful of melted chicken fat, one 
tablespoonful of flour, and* one cupful 
of the broth in which the chicken 
was cooked, with additional salt and 
pepper if necessary. 
The chicken is 
reheated In this economical and well- 
flavored gravy, shortly before serving 
time, or the pieces of chicken in the 
gravy may be brought to the bolling 
point and put back 
In 
the fireless 
cooker till wanted. 
To make creamed chicken, a medium 
thick white sauce is prepared instead 
of a gravy. 
A standard 
recipe calls 
for two tablespoonfuls of butter, two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, one cupful of 
milk, one-half teaspoonful of salt, and 
one-eigfith teaspoonful of pepper. The 
meat is cut from the bones iii rather 
large pieces. 
A few bits of green pep­ 
per and, if obtainable, some chopped 
mushrooms, are a pleasant addition to 
plain ‘Teamed chicken, which may lie 
served in a border of rice or mashed 
potatoes, on split biscuits or toast.

CANADIAN EX-SOLDIERS ARE WINNING THE BATTLE 
OF TURNING WASTE LANDS INTO FRUITFUL FARMS 


Good reports of C anada’s success 
ir* re-e sta b lish in g her soldiers are 
being spread far and wide, some­ 
what to the chagrin of othei na­ 
tions th at have failed co make good 
their 
promises to the men who 
risked their all in the cause of 
world liberty. 
Canada put over half a million 
men into khaki out of a total popu­ 
lation of less than eight million 
people. 
With the return of the 
troops to civil life st the close of 
hostilities, the Canadian govern­ 
ment faced the problem of rehabi­ 
litating more than 
300.000 
men. 
The first step was to list each re­ 
turning man and ascertain w hether 
he would be able to step into his 
pre-w ar position. 
For those who 
had no job ip view and evinced co 


desire to become farm ers, assist­ 
ance in obtaining work was given 
through well co-ordinated govern­ 
m ent em ploym ent bureaus. 
Dis­ 
charged men whose Usabilities pre­ 
vented a return to form er occupa­ 
tions, were given the opportunity 
of re-training, free of charge, in 
some trade or profession of th eir 
own choice in which their disabili­ 
ties would not prove a handicap. 
But the greatest good was accom­ 
plished through the 
land settle­ 
ment scheme. 
Statistics as of June 30, 1921, 
show that 26,445 returned soldiers 
have been settled on the land. 
Of 
these, 5,980 were settled on faee 
lands without loans, while 20,466 
are on purchased and free lands 
with loans am ounting to $83,884,- 
210. 
The total area occupied by 
soldier se u le rs is 4,854,792 acres, 


of which about one-haif 
is 
free 
land. 
It is estim ated th a t the sol­ 
diers have broken 600,000 acres of 
j new land. 
So far, 390 have repaid 
th eir loans in full, 
j 
By assisting the returned 
sol­ 
diers to become farm ers, Canada 
has reaped a two-fold benefit 
She 
has converted p art of her ex arm y 
into 
solid, 
self-respecting 
lard 
ow ners, the sort of citizens th at 
are the m ainstay and back bone of 
any nation, and 
she 
has 
added 
greatly to her cultivated areas. 
One has but to compare the w aste 
I lands around the soldier settlem ent 
a t M erville on Vancouver Island, 
with the fruitful acres brought un­ 
der cultivation by ex-soldiers, to 
realize th at these men are 
per­ 
form ing a peace tim e work as valu­ 
able to their country as th a t of

GERMAN VIEWS OF 
BRIAN ITS ATTITUDE 


BERLIN, 
Nov. 
28.—Now 
that 
Aristide Briand, 
the 
French pre­ 


mier, is homeward bound from the 
W ashington 
conference, the news­ 
papers here are urging Chancellor 
W irth to abandon his reserve, at 
least to the extent of informing the 
uselessness 
of M. Briand’s argum ents in sup­ 
port of France’s 
attitude 
on dis­ 
arm am ent.” 
The 
newspapers 
say 
that 
the 
| W irth government did not desire to 
engage in acrimonious controversy 
; w ith Briand while he was the guest 
I of the United States, but that now 
J he will be expected to discard the 
| considerations 
of * etiquette 
and 
make a plain spoken declaration of 
j Germany’s case. 
Dr. W irth today will appear be- 
! fore the Reichstag committee on 
| foreign relations with the purpose 
I of discussing the French premier's 
i utterances at the W ashington con- 
’ ferenee. 
The Boersen Courier de- 
j mauds that 
the 
chancellor shall 
lose no time in opposing what is 
termed 
“French 
agitation,” and 
that, if need be, he shall go before 
the Reichstag in the nation’s de­ 
fense. 
The Boersen 
Journal 
expresses 
the belief that American ears will 
not be deaf to the presentation of 
Germany’s case. 
This 
newspaper 
declares that while France annual­ 
ly is recruiting fresh military class­ 
es, there are 400,000 Germans who 
would have been eligible under the 
old army organization to be called 
to the colors each year, now left 
without military training. 
“The preponderance of man pow­ 
er on the French side under these 
conditions,” 
the 
newspaper 
con­ 
tinues, “is 
so overwhelming that 
Germany, if fettered by the Ver­ 
sailles treaty for another genera- 
I tion, could not equalize it within a 
: further 
period 
of twenty 
years. 
Does Briand actually fear German 
lust for revenge? 
Even if it were 
possible to manufacture war m ater­ 
ial for a German army of 1,000,000 
within a period of a few* years, the 
question of man power would defi­ 
nitely have been decided against 
Germany, as she would have been 
obliged to face trained French for­ 
mations with irreguarly 
organized 
reserves. 
Who would be the ag­ 
gressor under such conditions? We 
are willing to leave the answer to 
American logic.”
